Heroes All 


The officers and crew of the Rawal- 
pindi upheld the finest traditions of the 
British navy. They fought while they had 
a deck to stand on, and 280 of them went 
down with their ship. 

To a landsman and a layman this is 
perplexing. It was magnificent, but he 
must wonder whether it was war. When 
men have died in the discharge of duty 
nothing may be said but in their praise. 
The question is whether the rule they 
thus valiantly upheld is altogether and al- 
ways wise. Should it be required of men 
that in such circumstances they fight 
when there is no chance to win? 

The Rawalpindi was not as fast as the 
Deutschland, It was armed with only 
6-inch guns, against the Deutschland’s 
11-inch guns; and the other unknown Ger- 
man raider was probably as heavily arm- 
ed as the merchant cruiser itself. There 
was no practical possibility of doing ma- 
terial damage to the enemy. There was 
no such thing as out-manoeuvring the as- 
Sailants. There was evidently no Allied 
warship in the vicinity which might reach 
the scene if a delaying action were fought. 

What must happen is what did happen. 
The Deutschland cruised about the doom- 
ed liner at will, set it on fire and tore it 
to pieces with its long-range guns. The 
ship's company knew to a certainty how 
the business would end. What, one won- 
ders, would have been lost had they'scut- 
tled the vessel and taken to the boats.

These Will Be Overcome 


“Who killed cock robin?” was the classic and 
puzzling riddle of one’s nursery days. The 
Germans would make another such riddle out 
ot the sinking of the Athenia and now the 
Simon Bolivar. But the guilt for these tragedies 
of the sea presents no perplexity to most of the 
world, The trail leads directly to the Nazi door, 
despite the protestations, innuendoes and amaz- 
ing charges that spring from the brain of Dr. 
Goebbels, 

For instance, why should Great Britain sow 
mine fields in the sea traffic lanes surrounding 
the British Isles? Would it be a sensible war- 
time policy for her to blow up the ships that are 
bringing her food and other supplies? Would 
it be a wise policy to destroy vessels of neutral 
nations for whose continued friendship she 
hopes? The answers to these queries should be 
obvious to even the Nazi mind. 

These mine fields may be the “secret weapon” 
of which Hitler has boasted. Lurking in waters 
contiguous to Great Britain, aimed at crippling 
British sea trade but striking at neutral shipping 
as well, they may constitute a serious danger for 
a time at least. 

Hitler will find he cannot conquer the British 
and the French by such methods, The fouler his 
blows the greater will be their determination to 
carry on to victory.—Regina Leader-Post. 


This Ils Canada’s War 


Mr. Crerar’s broadcast from London yester- 
day laid admirable emphasis upon a truth which 
cannot be given too wide publicity for the sake 
of Canada’s war effort itself and also for the sake 
of the effect that effort can have, both at home 
and abroad.

Two types of diabetes are known, | 
but the one which I shall discuss! 
today is diabetes mellitus, the more 
Serious disorder. This disease is 
most common in the fifties, is found 
more frequently among men than 
women, is most prevalent among 
those living in cities, and is often 
found among members of the Jew- 
ish race. As 9 out of 10 who become 
diabetic are overweight long before 
the disease appears, it has been 
called a disease of feeding and fat- 
ness. 

The chief cause of diabetes is the 
continued use of an _ excessive 
amount of carbohydrate, both in, 
the form of sugar and starch. Such 
use brings on obesity and also 
throws a strain on the organs of di- 


gestion, including the pancreas. 
When excessive amounts of sugar 
are found in the liquid waste from 
the kidneys, this is a sign that the 
pancreas is unable to handle the 
large quantity of carbohydrate 
which the patient has been using. 

The pancreas provides a special 
substance called insulin, which is 
needed to burn sugar in the body. 
In diabetes, some of the cells 
which secrete insulin are damaged 
and as a consequence, the body 
loses some of its ability to burn 
sugar. Often a limited amount can 
be burned, but the patient will be 
unable to use the large amount of 
sugar and starch which he is in the 
habit of using 

In spite of the potential serious- 
ness of this disease, it is often 
easily controlled in the average 
patient of middle age. If the proper 
dietary treatment is started in time, 
the symptoms do not grow any 
worse and may completely dis- 
appear. As a general rule, the sugar 
disappears from the kidney elim- 
ination while the patient is follow- 
ing a careful diet.

GELATIN CUSTARD 
PUMPKIN PIE 
(Filling for one 9-inch pie) 

One and a quarter cups cooked 
pumpkin (canned or fresh), 1-2 cup 
white sugar, 1-4 cup brown sugar, 
1-2 teaspoon nutmeg, 1-2 teaspoon 
cinnamon, 1-2 teaspoon ginger, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 1 cup milk, 3 eggs, | 
one envelope plain unflavored gela-| 
tin, 1-4 cup cold water, 

Scald milk in double boiler and 
add slowly to beaten eggs mixed 
with salt, cinnamon, ginger, pump- 
kin, nutmeg and sugar. Return to 
double boiler and cook until cus- 
tard consistency, stirring constantly. | 
Soften gelatin in cold water, then 
add to hot custard and stir until 
dissolved, Cool slightly and pour 
into baked pie shell. Chill until 
set and garnish with whipped cream 
and grated nutmeg just before serv- 
ing. A crumb crust may be used if 
desired, 


THANKSGIVING ICE 
(Serves 6 to 8) 

Two cups apple cider, 1 cup sugar, 
1-2 cup orange juice, 1 envelope 
plain unflavored gelatin, 1-2 cup 
cold water, 1 cup cranberry juice, 
1 banana, 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
grated rind one orange, 1 egg white. 


Mix cider and sugar and boil ten 
minutes. Soften gelatin in cold 
water, and add to cider mixture, 
Stirring until dissolved. Cool and 
then add orange rind, fruit, juices 
and banana, rubbed through 
strainer. Fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg white, freeze until firm, stir- 
ring once or twice until mushy, It 
may be frozen in refrigerator tray, 
or in crank freezer if desired.
